Meanwhile, the President-elect 
conferred yesterday with two 
men figuring in speculation as 
possible members of his Cabi- 
net— Robert B. Anderson, for- 
mer secretary of the treasury in 
the Eisenhower administration, 
and W'illiam McChesney Martin 
Jr., chairman of the Federal Re- 
serve Board. 

Martin took Himself out of 
: such speculation immediately 
I after his conference with Nixon. 
:He told ne.wsmen the 
President-elect had asked him to 
, serve out the remainder of his 
term as Federal Reserve chair- 
man that expires on Jan. 31, 
1970. 

While not completely commit- 
ting himself to stay on tiU his 
term ends, Martin said: “I 
-agreed I wanted to do every- 
thing possible to help Mr. Nixon 
in the difficult days which he 
has ahead of him.” 

Anderson Mystery 

Anderson, who also has served 
as secretary cf the navy and , 
undersecretary . of defense and 
more recently served President 
Johnson as a special negotiator 
about Canal Zone problems with 
Panama, evaded reporters after 
! his visit with Ni.xon. .

derson’s visit stimulatg^,specu- 
lation that he might be included 
in the Nixon Cabinet— possibly 
as secretary of state. 

C. Douglas Dillon, who was 
undersecretary of state in the 
Eisenhmver administration and 
secretary of the treasury under 
President Kennedy, had been 
prominently mentioned as a like-, 
ly secretary of state in the Nix- 
on cabinet. 

But Dillon seemed to take 
himself out of the running at a 
Lincoln Center luncheon yester- 
day when he said he had had no 
contact with Nixon since his 
election ’ and there had been no 
discussion of a job for him in the 
Nixon administration, either 
personally or through intermedi- 
aries. 

New York Mayor John Lind- 
say, who conferred with Nixon 
late yesterday, said they dis- 
cussed problems of New York 
and cities generally— but no job 
offer. 

Martin Encouraged 

Martin said he called on the 
President-elect at the latter’s re- 
njiesi-ts,brief him on the domes- 
tic fiscal situation and interna- 
tional monetary problems. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
chaii’man said he believed budg- 
et deficits since 1965 had stimu- 
lated an inflationary psychology 
in the country that is stiU domi- 
nant. 

But he indicated he was en- 
couraged by a trend now toward 
a balanced budget. He said he 
expected an administrative 
budget deficit for the current 
fiscal year of $5 billion or less, 
which could have amounted to 
$25 billion if the 10 , percent in- 
come tax and expenditures re- 
duction bill had not been passed 
by Congress earlier this year. ' 

Official estimates now are in 
terras ' of the new “unified” 
budget, including expenditures 
and receipts of trust funds such 
as social seciu’ity. The latest es- 
timates are that the unified 
budget deficit for the current 
fiscal year may be about $3 bil- 
lion, possibly less. ■

President-elect Nixon has named William Safire, aged 38, 
of New York as a Special Assistant who will be a speech writer and work on 
"policy and program development. " (U. S. News and World Report, 12-23-68) 

According to Bureau files, in 1965 William Lewis Safire was 
president of a public relations organization known as Safire Public Relations, 
Incorporated, 375 Park Avenue, New York, New York. He was born on 
December 7, 1929, at New York City. He participated in the 1959 American 
National Exhibition in Russia as a member of Tex-McCrary, Incorporated, 
New York City. He was vice president of this public relations firm which 
was headbd by the well-known John Regan ("Tex") McCrary. 


While Safire was connected with Tex-McCrary, Incorporated ^1-., 
that organization was involved in several Registration Act investigations 
involving the Dominican Republic, which were conducted by the Bureau. 

The July 12, 1958, issue of "Editor and Publisher" alleges that Safire, 
a vice president of McCrary's office, was involved in exposing the use 
of microphones i n a Washington, D. C. , hotel by reporter Jack Anderson, j^g 
[ associate, and others. This was a well-publicized side b7c 
issue to the appearance of Bernard Goldfine, Boston textile millionaire, 
before the Special House Subcommittee on Legislative Oversight. According 
to the above article, Safire 's assignment was to track down and catch committee 
investigators suspected of "bugging" the hotel rooms of Goldfine and those of 
McCrary’s organization. (105-77346-251)
